Judge Baker warned that our IntercsL^ 
have become and will remain Intlmntcly as- 
eoclated with the Interests of the nlher na- 
tions of the world even 1( the people of the 
United States are not .-^o Inclined, and that 
a strong world organl^ntlon Is vital to future 
peace.

It has been argued Iti the paU thu there

try that could be seir-KUStalning; ihnt with 
ample home defenses wc cmild keep nlonf 
from all the worWs squabbles. 

But experience has taught u.i that such 
Idealistic Isolationism does not work, and 
again thoHsav^ds ot Anierlcati llglitets are 
paying with their lives on foreign soil, partly 
because of our own Idealism. 

In the first place, we arc not enough ot n 
mUltarisUc nation to appiovc the expense 
maintaining an Invincible armed force in 
peacetime, and ns a consequence we make 
ourselves vulnerable to foreign aKgre.wors. 

Even those who Invor rSgld Isoliitlonlam In 
principle should now realize that some dif- 
ferent approach Is necessary lo guarnnlee oui 
national security. Even If the American poo- 
, pic are Inclined lo be seillsh. It may still be 
good business for us to encourage a strong 
world organization which Judge Baker warns 
as being "fltal to future peace." 

"We cannot keep out of war unless we help 
to set up the world-wide machinery thnt will 
make war Itself Impos-slble.
